S ſome of the Enemies of that Charity, 
--; = which this Society with a truly Chriſtian 
* 25 and diſintereſted Zeal firſt planned, and 

X ſtill with the Aſſiſtance of the Truſtees 
continues to encourage, are equally Enemies to the 
holy Religion which inſpired and ſupports it; I con- 
ceived that a generally received Maxim would be 
better ground to engage them upon, than any poſi- 
tive Precept of the Goſpel, whoſe Authority would 
lie in diſpute betwixt us. And as the Work itſelf, 
now to be recommended, is a Point of Civil as well 
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as Religious Inſtitution, 1 was willing to call in Aid a 
Maxim recommended by one of the wiſeſt Politicians, 
and the Practice of all well-governed States. The 
general Reception and Approbation indeed, which 
it has met with, has ranked it among the trite Ob- 
ſeryations.. that; are, teclous t .Qyer-curigus and deli- 
cate Ears: but ar is an Advantage of which I was 
willing to avail myſelf, in order to demonſtrate the 
Unreaſonableneſs of Thoſe, who in the particular In- 
ſtance before us, practically contradict the Truth of 
this Obſervation and Precept, and therein the Senſe, 
not of Solamom only, but alſo of Mankind in general. 

To ward off the Point of this Concluſion, they muſt 
deny, that training up Children by the Method of 
theſe. Schools is training them up in the Way they ſhould 
go: and that the Probability of their abiding under 
the Influence of ſuch an Education as long as they 
live, is a Diſadvantage to the Public rather than a 
Benefit. We muſt content ourſelyes to join Iſſue 
here. If the Education aimed at in Charity- Schools 
be not a proper Education; and if the future living 
under the Influence of ſuch an Education be preju- 
dicial to the Public, then we ought to give up the 
Defence of theſe Schools: but if it appears that this 
Education intends the training up Children in the 
Way they /ould go ; and that their not departing from 
that Way in the future Conduct of their Lives would 
have an happy Effect on Society; then the oppoſing 
fach an Education is, in a particular Inſtance; op-

I. WE ſhall take a View of the Education deſign- 
ed in theſe Schools. This is, to ſupply the Children 
of the Poor wit ſuch convenient Inſtructions as the 
Ignorance, or Engagements, or Neceſſities of their 
Parents cannot afford them. The Inſtructions judg- 
ed convenient are, — that Children be taught to know 
the Gop that made them, and whoſe Providence 
ſupports the World : to know the Obligation and 
Reward of Induſtry, together with the Odicuſhels 
and Diſadvantage of Idleneſs': — to know the gene- 
ral Relation in which they ſtand to Mankind, as Bre- 
thren, all of one Family; and the Duties reſulting 
from the ſeveral Relations they bear to Particulars in 
civil Society: learning their Obligation to diſcharge 
theſe Duties, not only from the Nature of thoſe Re- 
lations, but alſo from the expreſs Commands of their 
Creator: — and incited to the Practice of them from 
the forcible Motives of an over-ruling Providence in 


this World, and the certain Retributions of Rewards 
and 
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and Puniſhments in another: — to have the natural 
' Deſpair ariſing from a Conſciouſneſs of 'paſt Guilt 


removed, by the Aſſurance of a conditional Satisfac- 

tion made, and Pardon purchaſed for them: — the 
Mind ſinking under cle ir ments of natural 
Infirmities Rona by the Promi of divine Aſſiſt- 
ance : — and laſtly, their ſtrong Affections to Things 
preſent, that general Source of Diſorder in the World,

Tuis is led to ** the, Way i in which Chil- 
dren Shauld go. It is the Peſign of theſe Schools to 
train them in this May: and the fair Hopes given us 
from the Text, that the Influences of ſuch training 
ſhall continue through Life, make us earneſt in re- 
commending theſe Schools; (1.) with reſpect to he 
Children themſelves, as it reſenes them from the Igno- 
rance and Slavery of Brutes ; nay from a State worſe 
than that of Brutes, from corrupting the Faculties of 
a rational and immortal Soul : — as it gives them 
that exquiſite Pleaſure of moral Duties, a 
Senſe of Benevolence and doing Good to their Fellow- 
Creatures: as it opens to their Minds the Proſpect 
of a better World, fills their Hopes full of Immor- 
tality, and quickens their Longings after an infinite 
Good. And in proportion to the Influences of this 


kind upon the Minds of theſe Children, (2.) ariſes 
ro the Public a Security of their Conduct and Beha- 
viour in common Life: — a Security againſt the ir-

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II. Now let their Adverſaties ſtand forth, and 170

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1. Wa ſome Advocates for the rat Liberties of 
Mankind, that theſe Schools are only the Deſigns of 
Bigots to prejudice and. prepoſſeſs tender Minds in 
fayour of their own Superſtitions, I am very ready 
to admit, that what young Children learn in their 
Vouth, is a Prejudice; and is indeed ſuppoſed to be 
ſo in the Text, which aſſerts that it is a great Diffi- 
culty for Men to leave when ha are Old, that Way 
in which, when Children, the had been trained: 
But they object, that all Prepolteſtions and Prejudices 
are Perverſions and Diſtortions of private Judgment. 
Wherefore theſe benevolent Aſſertors of human Li- 
berty would perſuade us, that it is criminal to educate 
Children, and that they ought to be left. to the free 
and unbiaſſed Operations of their natural Faculties. 
But what Scheme can they propoſe that ſhall effec- 
tually ſecure Children from Prejudices of every kind? | 
Every Step and Advancement in Knowledge is a Pre- 
poſſeſſion, which farther Experience or confirms, or 
corrects. We form our Judgments and Opinions by 
what we happen to ſee, or hear, or to be furniſhed 
with from our other Senſes: and from ſuch caſual 
furniture 
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furniture, procteil our various Sentiments, the De- 
grees and Diſtricts: of our Knowledge. Whether 
This or That Set of Ideas be conveyed to us by chance, 


or the 7ndu/ir:aus Care of others, they are equally Pre- 


poſſeſſions. They who have the Charge of Infancy, 


will engrave ſtrong their. ſoft and 
waxen Imagination: and when the Politeneſs of theſe 
Gentlemen ranks the Tales of the Mother and the 
Nurſe in an equal Form with thoſe of the Prieſt, they 
allow them a if not an equal Influ- 
ence in prejudicing the Mind. To prevent this, it 
is not fufficient that you change the Hands in which 
you place them, for that will amount to no more 
than chooſing this Impreſſion rather than that, and 
preferring ene Prejudice to another. The Climate un- 
der which we are born, the Cuſtoms and Manners 
of the People among whom we live their Laws and 
their Religion, are all of them Biaſſes to the Under- 
ſtanding. Our Objectors indeed confeſs, and are an- 
y at the Influences of their own Country: but 
what Method would they take to ſecure Youth from 
Influences as ſtrong? Change the Climate, and for 
fear of Superſtitiori ſend them to Peru ? —to prevent 
perſecuting Zeal, throw them among the Indians, who 
ſell and butcher one another? — to keep their Minds 
clear and diſengaged from Syſtems, and human Im- 
poſitions, turn them wild among Cambals and Hot- 
tentots? Such, or any other Method they ſhould 
pitch upon, would ond) y change the ern not

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them. In Ille manner our Employment, 
Trades, and Profeſſions, make Men contract parti- 
cular Syſtems of thinking. Would our Adverſaries 
out of their generous Concern for the Welfare of So- 
ciety perſuade us to prevent theſe, by not teaching

& thats een 
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In ſhort, pm Projudices is impoſible; cor- 
rect, or make them uſeful we may, by great Expe- 
rience of our own; or the Benefit of others Know- 

ledge and Experience, conveyed to us by the Means | 
of good Inſtruction and Education.

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| Plea, and ſuppoſe the Objection. to be levelled againſt 1 
the Prejudices of a Chriſtian Education in particu- 
lar, as more pernicious to Society, than any caſual 
Set of Prejudices which theſe Children would pick 
up by a random Converſation in the World.

Honour of the ſupreme Being, the Happineſs of the 
Individuals, ard the Benefit of Society. They will 


continue in a total Ignorance of their Maker, whoſe 


Name they never hear of but in profane Oaths, by 
which they diſhonour Him, and in horrid Impreca- 
tions on their Fellow Creatures; for which the only 
Excufe muſt be, that they are taught, like Parrots, 
to utter Words without Meaning, and ſhould be con- 
ſidered as no more than Brutes with the Uſe of Speech: 
this Ignorance of Gop muſt alſo hide from them all 
Knowledge of his Laws; ſuch Knowledge by the 
Means of inſtruction would be a Prejudice upon their 
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leave them to grow genuine Moral Philoſophers from 
their Reflections on the Fitneſs and Relations of 
Things, and heir delicate Ideas of Heauty and Har- 
mony.

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3. or there ard whom it would be unjuſt 
to ſuppoſe acting from any ſettled Wiſh or Scheme 
to trample upon the Chriſtian Religion, who yet are 
Diſcouragers of this Charity, from an Apprehenſion 
that it is hurtful in a Civil View; diverting the Chil- 
dren of the Poor from thoſe Tracts of Life for which 
by the wiſe Diſpoſal of Providence, 'they were intend- 
ed. It will require ſome Care to judge of the Truth 
or Weight of this Objection : However, as it is often 
urged, permit me to ſift it diſtinctly.

ployments neglected, Which is an Injury to the Pub- 
lic; or elſe to force the Children of their Betters down 
into their deſerted Stations, which is a Perverſion of 
civil Order and Regularity. So far I allow: But be- 
fore we can judge whether this Obſervation militates 
againſt Charity- Schools, we muſt aſcertain who are 
the Poor whoſe Children, are, deſtined to thoſe low 
and laborious Taſks: then, what are thoſe low and 
laborious Taſks in particular to which ſuch Children 
are deſtined : and laſtly, what are thoſe genteel and 
gainful Occupations , in, which. the Children of the 
Poor ought not to be employed. If theſe ſeveral 
Points are left undetermined, 1t is impoſlible to form 
any clear Judgment in the Caſe, As to the firſt, I 
ſhall admit that the Children educated in theſe Schools 
either are, or by their accepting the Charity, ought to 
be deemed, ſtrictly the Children of the Poor: but, 
ſecondly, to aſcertain what are thoſe low and labo- 


rious Employments in particular, to which ſuch 
Children 
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Children are deſtined, would be difficult : and it will 
be the leſs neceſſary to go about it, if we can ſettle, 
thirdly, thoſe more genteel and gainful ones from 


which they ought to be excluded. - In this Point we 
have a Law to guide us, and where there is one, 


that ought to be our Rule of Judgment, rather than 


refer ourſelves to private Opinion, which will be dif- 


ferent in different Men, The Statute provides, that

theſe, or other as agreeable and advantageous Walks

none of thefe Children. As they ozght not, ſo nei- 
ther can they croud into them. The Sums required 
by ſuch Maſters with their Apprentices, are more 
than the poor Parents of theſe Children, or the 
Truſtees of theſe Schools can give. In other inferior 
Trades and Occupations they are by our Laws left at 
Liberty to be employed, as their Parents and the 
Truſtees can find out Maſters who want their Service.

(J.) As to Huſhondmen p| et them conſider echettier 
the Want complained of be of Servants hired by the 
Year, or of Harveſt-Men and Day-Labourers to be 
employed occafionally ? If theſe laſt are the Perſons 
wanted, let them conſider farther, whether the Cauſe 
of that Want be at all owing to theſe Schools, or to 
the following Occaſion; that Landlords chooſing to 
throw their Eſtates into large Farms, rather than 
continue them in many ſmall ones, the ſame Quan- 
tity of Land v ſupports but one Family, which 
formerly maintained three or four, or perhaps half a 
Dozen : and that when ſo many ſeveral Huſbandmen 
were Tenants of the ſame Quantity of Land, they 
wanted fewer occaſional Servants, and where they 
were wanted, they were (the poorer of them eſpecially) 
ready at Hand to hire themſelves out to Threſhing 
and Day-Labour. So that the Want of occaſional 
Labourers 1s not owing to our withholding or rob- 
bing the Country of Huſbandmen, but to their driv- 
ing perhaps half of the uſual Number out of the 
Country. Nay even this Want, fo introduced, is in 
a great Meaſure ſupplied by the Poor of Ireland, and 
the more populous Counties of Great Britain, who 
travel over the Kingdom for Harveſt-Work. And

As to Servants ;. they whoſe Want is ſo de- 
plored, and for leſſening of which theſe Schools are 
ſo paſſionately deſired to be extirpated, are in general 
an Order of Men, grown out of the Excreſcences of 
our Vanity and Luxury, unknown to our Laws, and 
numerous enough, and bold enough to bid Defiance 
to the Civil Magiſtrate. If ſuch are wanted, Pomp 


and Vanity have more contributed to this Want by 


their additional Demands; than theſe School by a 
Subtraction of Supplies: therefore let Pomp and Va- 
nity bear the Blame, and be diſcouraged rather than 
Charity- Schools. Eſpecially ſince they demand more 
than the Occaſions, the Convenience, the Civil Or- 
der, and Peace of the Public can bear. Vet, not- 
withſtanding theſe extraordinary Demands, 1 very 
much doubt the Truth of the Fact which is to ſup- 
port the Objection; for if Vanity has encreaſed the 
Demand of Servants, it has likewiſe provided for the 
Supply by a large Importation of French, Iriſh, Swiſs, 
and Indians; ſo that I believe no Family is without 
a Servant, merely becauſe they cannot tell where to 
| find one. To find good ones it may be difficult: 
but to train up faithful and well-diſciplined ones is 
part of the Deſign in this Inſtitution ; and Families 
who want Servants, and will take Care of them, not 
wantonly diſmiſs them through Whim and Caprice,

It is ſufficient that a good Education habituates 
the Mind formed by it to chooſe the Paths in which 
it has been trained, when left to its own Bent and 
Biaſs: but it may be perver ted by contrary Precepts, 
and bad Examples.” Their Inſtruction is but-#gw1, 
and it is the Duty, and ouglit to be the Care of thoſe 


Maſters and Miſtreſſes, into whoſe Hands they fall as 


Servants or Apprentices, to carry on that Work by

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Life, the unremitted Practice of Family Religion, the 
careful Obſervanee of the Lord's Day, and providing 
for their Improvement by requiring them to hear 
and read the Word of Gop both in Public and Pri- 
vate. It is both the Day and Intereſt of Maſters to 
do ſo: but if inſtead of This, the Copies ſet them

pany : aſter ſuch Pains taken to corrupt their Mo- 
rals, and plunder them of all the good Inſtructions 
they brought from School, it is very hard that the 
Cenſure ſhould fall on Thoſe who intended better, 
and that Their laudable Deſigns ſhould ſuffer Reproach 
from the ſubſequent Miſconduct of others. And if 
ſuch Children, to ſupport the Vices which have been 
induſtriouſly taught them, make free with their 
Maſter's Property, where would be the Wonder, and 
whom muſt thoſe Maſters thank for it? Let ſuch 
Maſters reflect, for it is a ſerious Point both in a Re- 
ligious and Civil view, what Diſhonour they are 
doing to Go, what Diſſervice to their Country, 
what Injury to Themſelves. Let them conſider far- 
ther, that at the great Day of Account and Retribu- 
tion, they will have not only their own Sins to an- 
ſwer for, but the Loſs of zhezr Souls, whoſe Perdition 
1s chiefly owing to ſuch unfaithful Management ;

Yer after all, the Objection is urged — its 
Proportion of Truth. The Enemies may be called 
upon to produce their Liſts of ſeandalous Offenders 
who have ſuffered as Malefactors. Indeed the Suc- 
ceſs. has beer ſurprizing. Nay, ſuppoſing the Suc- 
ceſs abundantly-leſs than it appears to have been, yet 
Theſe. are fair Preſumptions, (1.) that after a virtu- 
ous Foundation laid in theſe Schools, if the Children 
trained up in them ſhall be ſo fortunate as to be 


placed in ſober Families, they will be ſo confirmed in 


juſt Principles, by being kept in the ſame Tract, as
